When a boy, I would lie back 
in bod with my head on my 
hands and do a lot ob boy-type 
thinking. On cold, still nights 
my thoughts often were Inter­ 
rupted by the lonely, repitious 
honking of geese high over­ 
head. All through life 
this 
“goose-to-goose” 
conversation 
has reminded me that winter 
was closing in. 
But, I 
never gave 
much 
thought to where these geese 
had been up until the time they 
flopped their wings high over 
my warm ted. And I didn t 
even dream that there might 
come a day w'hen I would hear 
them no longer. 
Like so many other boys, I 
imagined that they just came 
flying out 
of the clear blue 
sky. I wasn’t even interested in 
what happened to them w'hen 
they weren’t filling the skies. 
I guess I felt the same way 
about the ducks. 
However, a newr interest rang 
on my door when I began to 
take pot shots at them. This 
interest has grown as I have 
grown, until today I find my­ 
self wondering even more a- 
bout the welfare of our water­ 
fowl. 
I no longer hear the familiar 
honking as I did when a boy, 
it least not as often as then. It 
seems that the swoosh of ducks 
winging their way ever far­ 
ther south doesn t fill the sky 
as it did once. 
Today, unlike the days of my 
boyhood, I realized that there 
are two ends to the duck and 
geese situation. 
I’ve 
learned 
that the conditions in Canada 
and other nesting areas can 
dictate next year's waterfowl 
crop. 
And, according to The Duek- 
ologicai, official publication of 
Ducks, Unlimited, things look 
bad for our waterfowl. 
This year the government has 
placed all kinds of 
ifs and 
tu ts” in the laws governing the 
taking of ducks and geese. If 
things don’t pick up up in Can 
ada, w e’ll have even more dras­ 


tic laws nexi year and in the 
years to come. 
The Duckological says habi­ 
tat conditions have been deter­ 
iorating steadily all fall and 
into the winter. 
Continued dry weather has 
left a great many of the surli­ 
est sloughs and potholes com­ 
pletely dry. Ducks and geese 
must have these places 
for 
nesting and feeding. Many of 
the larger lakes are very low. 
A good heavy snowfall dur­ 
ing the winter months definite­ 
ly is needed for the run-off 
necessary to replenish these vi' 
tai waterfowl areas. 
From 
Alberta 
comes 
the 
word that the snowfall there 
has been about six inches, not 
nearly enough to assure an av­ 
erage run-off; Provincial 
re­ 
ports from that general area 
indicate that the last flocks 
of geese and ducks departed 
for parts unknown during the 
first part of November. 
The same report comes from 
'he Saskatchewan area. 
All 
waterfowl there had left by 
November 7. A snowfall of a- 
bout 7 inches fell in the area 
just prior to 
the 
freeze-up. 
More snow' is needed. 
A heavy snow is needed 
in 
tho Saskatoon area to replen­ 
ish water supplies in both park­ 
lands and prairies there. 
So. it looks like th ducks 
and geese are going to need 
the helping hand of both man 
and nature. We cannet control 
nature, but thanks to the con­ 
servation minded people both 
here and in Canada we can 
take emergency measures to 
guarantee waterfowl a maxi­ 
mum protection from complete 
eradication by unnatural caus­ 
es such as hunting. 
Some hunters often neglect 
the fact that restrictions are 
sometimes quite necessary. And 
when these needed regulations 
ar drawn up. w e often get a

Electric energy is spearhead­ 
ing a determined assault by the 
L ex a s 
Highway 
Depart­ 
ment against an old and dead- 
y traffic in Texas: iced-over 
bridges. 
In the hope of 
permantly 
solving 
this age-old 
peril to 
motorists, Highway Department 
engineers are now experiment­ 
ing with an electrical ice-pre- 
vention system near Wichita 
Falls. First testing began F ri­ 
day. 
First of its kind ever under­ 
taken in Texas, the research 
project is taking place on twin 
bridges of U. S. 287 at its in- 
tersction with City View Drive 
near the northwest city limits 
of Wichita Falls. 
The anti-icing 
system 
em­ 
ploys use of electrical heating 
elements embedded in the con­ 
crete 
bridge 
slabs 
through 
which are energized small 
a- 
mounts of 
electricity 
which 
heat the elements and warm 
the bridge deck a few degrees 
above freezing. The system is 
rooked up to an electric utility 
actuated by a control panel 
power supply. 
The headache of 
iced-over 
bridges has been particularly a- 
cute in Texas, 
where 
flash 
freezes occur periodically dur­ 
ing the winter 
months. 
Ice 
forms more easily on bridges 
than on highways because cold 
air circulates both above and 
below them. Temperatures of 
the adjacent highway areas are 
reduced more slowly, and may 
not 
reach the freezing point 
at all, due to the influence of 
heat radiated from the earth. 
This creates a deceptively dan­ 
gerous situation for the win­ 
ter motorist, who may be driv­ 
ing comfortably at 60 miles an 
hour along an unfrozen high­ 
way and suddenly come upon 
a glazed-over bridge. 
Sand and salt have been the 
traditional standbys used by 
Department maintenance crews 
to fight the icing process, al­ 
though this has often meant 
all-night work in anticipation 
of flash freezes. 
The search for a better way 
to keep ice from forming 
on 
bridges 
h a s 
narrowed 
to 
this electrical anti-icing sys­ 
tem. It was built into the bridg­ 
es during their regular con­ 
struction stages and is com­ 
pletely safe. No motorist 
or 
pedestrian could be burned or 
shocked by the bridge. 


The object of the research be­ 
ing conducted this winter - and 
in succeeding winters if nec- 
cessary 
is to develop the most 
efficient system through con­ 
trolled tests. Engineers expect 
this research to provide an­ 
swers to the traffic hazard of 
ce on bridges.
